Alexandria, Egypt. Jan. 10 
(AP)—The British light 
cruiser 
Galatea, strtick by threh torpedoes 
from an axis submarine, flopped 
ov er like a stabbed turtle and 
went down within three minutes 
off the 
Egyptian 
Mediterranean 
coast in the inky darkness just 
after midnight the 
morning 
of 
Dec. 16. 
The torpedoes launched from 
close range, smashed in swift suc­ 
cession against the Galatea's after 
portside, amidships and forward 
tearing into her interior with loud 
blasts and spurting flame. 
On the dying cruiser’s quarter­ 
deck I clung tenaciously to the 
starboard rail until the list of 
the ship flung me into the cold 
choppy sea. 
Then I battled through thick, 
oily scum for 45 minutes before 
being rescued. 
(The 
British 
Admiralty an 
nounced yesterday that a subma­ 
rine had sunk the 5.220-ton Gala­ 
tea, but did not specify the date, 
place or number 
of 
casualties. 
The Germans claimed on Dec. 16 
that they had sunk a cruiser of 
this class in the Mediterranean.) 
We had been div e-bombed foi 
more than sev en hours on Dec. 14 
while patrolling with a squadron 
of cruisers and destroyers off the 
Libyan coast, but the 
Galatea 
successfully beat off 
those 
at­ 
tacks and headed eastward. 
At midnight on 
Dec. 15 
the 
cruiser s announcer system warn­ 
ed: 
"First-degree readiness 
heav y 
armament”. 
Gunners thus were ordered to 
stand by for expected action.

home ss well as abroad. 
“H itler will k now' how to ov er­ 
come this crisis”, Dietrich said. 
Hardships Stressed 
Most 
German 
press accounts 
these days put particular em pha­ 
sis upon the extrem e hardships to 
which the German troops are ex­ 
posed. 
Rome and Rerlin newspapers as 
w'ell as 
the Italian 
and German 
communiques, concede the initia­ 
tiv e rests with the Russians in all 
sectors but their usual way of de­ 
scribing the action is to say the 
Red arm y attack ed w’ith strong 
forces but was repulsed. 
On a few 
occasions, the 
com­ 
muniques hav e stated the German 
lines were penetrated but they al­ 
ways hav e added tha t the cost was 
heav y to the Russians. 
Both the German

press also fail to mention British 
adv ances in Libya.

Axis R etreat Continues 
On the North African w ar front. 
British 
headquarters

that the axis retreat from

come so rapid that adv anced B rit­ 
ish columns w’ere unable to “bring 
the enemy into action”. 
Only German 
and Italian rear­ 
guards. cov ering the main retreat, 
offered opposition, 
the comm un­ 
ique said. 
Meanwhile, London m ilitary ob­ 
serv ers said an axis attem pt to 
inv ade the Island of M alta. British 
stronghold in the central M editer­ 
ranean, m ight be imm inent. 
Prem ier M ussolini’s 
high com ­ 
mand reported a v iolent new as­ 
sault on th* island, w'hich serv es 
as a base for air and nav al a t­ 
tack s on axis reinforcem ents en 
route to N orth Africa, and said 
heav y dam age was inflicted. 
The British radio declared the 
island's defenders had undergone 
more than 200 air raids in the past 
flv e w'eek s.

Could Not Swim 
I could not swim, and waa fear­ 
ful lest the pressure of a deep 
submersion collapae the old life­ 
belt w’hich I had retriev ed after 
the bombing of the Illustrious just 
one year ago today (Jan. 10). 
As I slipped under the w ater 
the 
cruiser disappeared 
with

The boat's atern sec­ 
tion rapidly filled w ith w ater as 
the w’eight of more and more men 
pushed it down. 
Boat Tipped Ov er 
Finally the m otorboat 
tipped 
ov er, hurling u* all into the sea. 
I m anaged to reach the boat and 
pull m yself into the front eock pit 
again. 
Then the boat sank . 
W ith a lone sailor I hung to the 
tip-m ost point of the bow until It 
slipped beneath the w*av es. 
I ev en 
hung on until It pulled me under 
and I got another large dose of 
oil and w ater. 
I strained ev ery muscle to force 
my head abov e the surface. 
From beneath the wav es a pair 
of hands reached up and pawed at 
my shoulders, then slipped away. 
I collided w’ith a floating spar. 
D esperately I tried and succeeded 
in tuck ing it under my left arm, 
still carefully holding up the life­ 
belt with my right. 
I joined with scores of others in 
crying for help, hoping in the 
pitch dark ness to a ttra c t the a t­ 
tention of the destroyers. 
No one 
had a flashlight, so it was diffi­ 
cult for the rescue ships to find 
us.

silhouette of a destroyer 
about 72 yards ahead.

“Can’t ”, I called as the rope 
slipped from my fingers. 
"Try to get a little forw ard ”,

Somehow I m anaged to propel

the ladder, safe, but so spent that 
I couldn’t pull myself up ev en the 
first rung unaided.

stepped upon my head, pushing me 
down into the w ater. 

I hook ed 
my right arm through one rung 
of the ladder, which helped to 
k eep my head abov e w ater occa­ 
sionally, and again I called out 
for help. 
Lik e Limp W et Fifth 
A young British sailor passed, 
a thick , heav y 
rope under

arm s, tied it and flung the end 
to the quarter-deck of the de­ 
stroyer. 
Three sailors slowly pulled me 
out. of the oily m ass and flopped 
me flat on the quarter-deck lik e 
a limp wet fish, completely cov ­ 
ered with thick oily scum. 
The ship’s doctor gav e me a 
eounter-ahock injection 
and for 
the next 10 hours, while the nav y 
searched the sea for the subm a­ 
rine which torpedoed the G alatea, 
I lay on a m ass of greasy raga 
and oil-soak ed clothes, too weak 
to get on my feet.

Demo­ 
cratic Leader 
Bark ley 
of Ken­

The parity increase am endm ent 
was expected to get the back ing 
of farm bloc senators who yes­ 
terday ov errode President Roose­ 
v elt's 
w ritten 
objections 
and 
wrote into the bill a prov ision giv - 
ing-thc secretary 
of sgricnlture 
v eto power ov er farm price fixing. 
Co mpro mise Rejected 
Turning down a proposed com­ 
promise 
by Bark ley, 
the 
farm 
bloc obtained a 48 to 37 v ote for 
an am endm ent by Senator B ank ­ 
head (D-Ala) prov iding tha t the 
secretary of agriculture m ust giv e 
“prior approv al” before 
a price 
adm inistrator, to be established 
by the bill, could fix 
a ceiling on 
basic agriculture commodities. 
B ark ley 
had sought 
to 
turn 
aside 
this proposal 
by another 
am endm ent which would hav e re­ 
quired “prior consultation” with 
the secretary, but the senate re­ 
jected this 46 to 39 . 
Roosev elt 
prev iously 
had w ritten Bark ley 
and Senator Brown (D-Mich) urg­ 
ing tha t the price adm inistrator 
be giv en full authority.
